Nine head of horned cattle and 
four horses were burned to death 
when fire of undetermined origin 
destroyed the large bank barn on 
what is known 
as the 
Coleman 
farm, tenanted by Walter Smith, 
along the Lincoln highway, five 
miles east of here, at 11:15 o’clock. 
Thursday night. 
A large chicken 
house also was destroyed. 
The loss is estimated 
at $8,000, 
partly covered by Insurance. 
When the fire was discovered, the 
flames had gained 
such headway 
that it was impossible to enter the 
place to free the hvestock. 
Save implements 
Besides the livestock, between 45 
and 30 tom of hay, a quantity of 
fodder and straw, a wagon and a 
hayloader were consumed.

However, 
in our own case, it would he ad­ 
visable to add another statement 
to these two: “Buy at Home.” Cer­ 
tainly this is of the most logical 
importance and practical benefit to 
our oB'n immediate welfare. 
It is estimated that about forty­ 
five per cent of the buying public 
of Gettysburg go outside of Get­ 
tysburg to purchase wearing ap­ 
parel, etc. Some even go to nearby 
towns to purchase food. This cer­ 
tainly does not speak well for com­ 
munity interest. It is hard to un­ 
derstand why so many leave town 
to do their shopping and it tvould 
be interesting to find out the rea­ 
son. unless, of course, it is a case 
of “keeping up with the Joneses," 
Our local stores are of the finest 
and we all want them to keep that 
standard, but how can they do that 
if they do not receive our support? 
The amount of money you spend 
in Harrisburg or York stores docs 
not severely change the financial 
status of these stores. 
Tile same 
amount of money spent at home 
would enable merchants to widen 
their selection, give better service, 
and possibly employ more clerks. 
Spend your money where it will 
be of some good to yourselves. This 
discussion leads to another of great 
importance. 
How About The NKA ? 
Approximately ninety per cent of 
all local business enterprises signed 
NKA. agreements promptly. Cer­ 
tainly this was ample proof that 
they were sincere in their inten­ 
tion to do their part to bring back 
local as well as national prosperity. 
So far, almost half of these signers 
have either been forced, by lack 
of patronage, or have deliberately 
taken the Blue Eagle out of their 
windows. 
To the latter, there is 
little left to say. 
A person who 
shows so little interest or realiza­ 
tion of the good of the nation but 
who places personal gain before the 
prosperity of all. is an adherent to 
the 
unscrupulously 
monopolizing 
phase of the past system that caus­ 
ed our downfall. 
From the per­ 
centage just shown, it is not being 
radical to predict that before many 
months all or nearly all of the re­ 
maining fifty-five per cent will be 
forced to revert to the old method 
of business unless something dras­ 
tic is done immediately. 
It seems possible that some plan, 
some system, could be adopted to 
restrain this rush of Blue Eagles 
from store windows, to stimulate 
interest and co-operation in what

Health affairs .have been down­ 
right unfriendly to tape worm*. 
Through systematic meat inspec­ 
tion, as practiced now' in the prin­ 
cipal abattoirs, 
tape worms have 
become much less common. 
However, 
in

distj lets, 
where the inhabitants still butcher 
their own hogs and cattle without 
governmental 
supervision, 
tape 
worms still abound. 
It is not a pleasant thought that 
tape worms that have in h a b ite d 
messy hogs and slovenly cattle jour­ 
ney to the intestine of man —■ but 
such is the sad case. 
Tape worms join up with man­ 
kind in surreptitious manner, com­ 
ing to him as a small cyst in the 
meat of hogs or beef and then de­ 
veloping into a full-fledged 
tape 
B’orm. 
But, tape worms cause rw\n no 
serious damage and he can easily 
get rid of them. 
Aside from considerable gastro­ 
intestinal 
disturbance, 
the 
tape 
B'orm causes no suffering in hu­ 
mans. 
They may be removed by several 
drugs known as anthelmintics.

O MY notion, one of the greatest problems before the Borid is: What 
are we going to do with our pessimists?

What are we going to 
dc with them? 
Well, the wisest thing to do is to do nothing about them—just leave 
them alone—Ignore them—forget that they are around! In other words, 
go ahead without them. 
(They will join a healthy crowd anyway, in 
time—if they are ignored long enough). 
It takes great faith, an understanding heart, an intelligent outlook 
upon life, and clear vision, to go right ahead with illusions being shat­ 
tered on every side, and the sturdy standards of our fathers being chal­ 
lenged by those of little faith and no imagination! But those able to do 
this become the leaders of today and the heroes of all of our tomorrows. 
Our pessimists serve one purpose—they serve as fine punching bags 
for those who daily train for fitness in the battle for a better world and 
for a happier people in this world. 
Perhaps the pessimists are necessary, after all! At any rate, they are 
here, as of yore, and they are likely to be our problem and our opportunity 
for so long as the world lasts.
